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Apostolic Delegate Is Consecrator 
On First Official Visit To See City 


Bishops Noll And Marling Co-Consecrators In Impressive Rites 
At Cathedral; Three Archbishops, Score Of Bishops Take Part; 
Auxiliary Honored At Banquet Held At Purdue Center 


Fort Wayne—With all of the 
splendor of the historic ritual of 
the Church, and with a concourse 
of dignitaries and people seldom 
seen here, the Most Rev. Leo A. 
Pursley, D.D., was consecrated as 
the first Auxiliary Bishop of the 
Diocese of Fort Wayne Tuesday 
morning at the Cathedral of the 
Immaculate Conception. 


The ceremonies were presided 
over by the Most Rev. Amleto 
Giovanni Cicognani, D.D., Arch- 
bishop of Laodicea and Apostolic 
Delegate to the United States, who 
was Consecrator. The Most Rev. 
John F. Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort 
Wayne, and the Most Rev. Joseph 
Marling, C.PP.S., Auxiliary Bishop 
of Kansas City, were Co-Conse- 
crators. The sermon was deliver- 
ed by the Most Rev. John F. 
O'Hara, C.S.C., Bishop of Buffalo 
and former president of the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame. The Con- 
secration marked the Apostolic 
Delegate’s first éfficial visit to the 
See City of the Diocese of Fort 
Wayne. 

Three Archbishops, more than a 
score of Bishops, two Abbots, more 
than 400 monsignori and priests, 
200 sisters, distinguished members 
of the laity, relatives and friends 
of Bishop Pursley jammed the 
Cathedral long before the proces- 
sion got under way at 9:30 o’clock 
Hundreds lined the streets to wit- 
ness the procession as it wended 
its way from the Chancery Office 
at Lewis and Clinton streets to the 
Calhoun street @ptrance to the 
Cathedral. Fair but threatenin 
weather prevailed as the Fourt 
Degree Knights of Columbus, 100 
strong and under the leadership of

Address given by the Apostolic Delegate on the occasion of the Episcopal Consecration 
of the Most Rev: Leo A. Pursley, Auxiliary Bi shop of Fort Wayne, October 19, 1950. 


UR joy today has centered 

about the Most Reverend Leo 
A. Pursley, who in the sacred sol- 
emnity of this morning's ceremony 
received the fullness of the priest- 
hood as Titular: Bishop of Had- 
rianopolis in Pisidia and Auxiliary 
to His Excellency, the Most Rev- 
erend John F. Noll, Bishop of Fort 
Wayne.

‘The hand-written, illuminated 
and illustrated book of the Gos- 
pels is more than 1,000 years old 
and has been termed “the most 
beautiful book in the world.” The 
reproduction, which took almost 


Four years to accomplish, is the 


work of Urs Graf-Verlag of Berne, 
Switzerland. It contains 48 of the 
“great pages” in full color. The 
pre-publication pfice of a repro- 
duction is $375 and the after-pub- 
lation price, $450. Each copy 
consists of two volumes bound in 
vellum, 

There is a 64-page introduction 
consisting of a preface by Dr. E. 
H. Alton, provost of Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, where the Book of 
Kells now is kept, and an essay 
in English and French by Dr.

Dear Reaaers..« 

ROM a Missouri young woman 
' we have received the follow- 
ng letter, which contains some 
rery good suggestions. She seems 
to realize that the Church in the 
United States could be a far 
greater power for good if there 
were many more vocations for 
the priesthood and for the relig- 
fous life. The letter follows: 

A couple of weeks ago I ‘read 
an article in the Sunday Visitor 
concerning religious vocations. I 
was impressed, but the article 
was just a teaser. Wouldn’t it be 
a fine idea for the Visitor, which 
reaches so many Catholics, to 
run a series of articles on the 
various Orders for priests and 
sisters, giving information, such 
as type of work performed, hab- 
its worn, location, history and 
where to write for detailed in- 
formation? 

Many souls must be searching 
for the right vocation, such as I 
am, but are not sure enough to 
take the matter to their parish 
priest. The printed word has 
such impressive powers. Pam- 
| phiets dealing on vocations are 
sadly lacking. 

And what better picture for 
such an article than the beck- 
| oning Christ Child saying, “You, 
I seek. You, I mean, You, Yes, 
You. I love You.” 

We have written considerable, 
in this paper on the subject of a 
Religious vocation, and even of 
a vocation to the married life, 
but most young people do not 
think ahead. They live their 
lives, day by day, without giving 

any thought to their future. 
In every nation society is rest- 
less because of two world wars 
and their consequences covering 
a period of more than 35 years. 
Outside of our own country the 
army of the unemployed is vast, 
hunger is quite common, luxuries 
are unknown to the majority of 
the people. Their people see no 
social security ahead. Over here 
Wars have kept our indus- 
tries busy and provided employ- 
ment for practically every man, 
woman and boy and girl out of 
high school. Yet the chief con- 
cern even of American workers 
is “security for the future.”

Saint Isaac Jogues Fought For Their Souls And Died A Martyr 


HE American Indian is not 

wiped out by any means. There 
are more than 300,000 Indians still 
living in the United States. Thanks 
to Catholic missionaries, over one- 
third of them are Catholics. 


The 8,000 Indians still living in 


New York State are descendants | 


—many of them—of the tribes 
which executed a peace treat 
with Father Jogues, the first Nort 
American martyr. He died in 1646,

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Biography Of Bishop 


Doctor Calls Upon The Physic 


Last week we told how Bishop 
Noll, by means of a simple quiz 
exposed a fake “ex-priest’” who 
was stirring up bigotry against 
the Church. We continue today 
the story of His Excelleney's 
early priestly life.— Editor.

| E had a similar experience near- 
by at Farmland. A self-styled 
ex-priest named Williams was 
booked there for a public: lecture, 
and the only Catholic in the town, 
a very zealous woman, called on 
Father Noll for help. Fortunately, 
he had this rascal’s record on hand, 
so even while she waited, he had a 
thousand handbills printed up for 
distribution in Farmland. The hand- 
bill gave Williams’ history and 
announced that the Catholic priest 
of Hartford City would be on hand 
to expose the lecturer. 

The woman got the handbills 
circulated, but she returned the 
next day to tell the priest that he 
had better not come. She had heard 
that a group of hoodlums were 
planning to pelt him with rotten 
ergs. 

Three nearby pastors gathered 
with him that night at Muncie and 
together they set out for Farmland, 
a community where a priest had 
probably never before been seen. 
They decided to take a few laymen 
along in case of trouble, and one 
of these offered to put up $10,000 
in support of the charges Father 
Noll would make against the 
speaker, 

When they got to Farmland, 
they found the hall so jammed that 
they could hardly get through to 
the speaker’s platform. The hand-

The Catholic party filed onto the 
stage where they were welcomed 


only by the lone Catholic woman

When he entered the house, both 
the mother and father were smil- 
ing. They went to the bedroom.

Try Your Luck’ 


Another call to Montpelier in- 
volved a non-Catholic woman who 
insisted that she was possessed by 
the devil. When Father Noll ar- 
rived, he was met at the door by 
her married daughter. The old 
lady, it seemed, had been disturb- 
ing the household for more than a 
month with her strange imagin- 
ings. Since she was taking very 
little nourishment and growing 
visibly weaker, day by day, the old 
lady appeared to be in proximate 
danger of death. Hence, almost in 
desperation, the daughter had call- 
ed the Catholic priest to “try his 
luck” with the case. 

Father Noll was not quite pre- 
pared to take on a case of posses- 
sion, but at least he would have to 


case. He sat with the woman and 
they talked. Five minutes’ conver- 
sation with the patient was enough 
to convince him that she was the 
victim, not of the devil, but of her 
own imagination. She insisted that 
she saw a dozen devils plaguing 
her in her bedroom. 

It was a difficult situation, calling 
more for diplomacy than for pray- 
ers. He reminded her that the devil 
is a great deceiver, the father of 
lies, and proposed that she call him 
a liar in every suggestion he made 
to her. She took him up on this 
immediately, and in the space of 
the next minute. she shouted 
“Liar!” at every corner of the

For an hour or so he sat with 
her, reminding her of the enormous 
pride of the devil, assuring her

When he returned to Hartford 


went to his room to work on some 
writing, but at nine o’clock he was 
roused by the ringing of the door- 
bell. He went to answer it, and to 
his complete amazement he found 
the woman and her daughter wait- 
ing omthe doorstep. The daughter 
explained that shortly after his 
leaving her mother who, for a few 
hours felt great relief, had com- 
plained of apparitions of the devil 
again, and had insisted on the trip 
to see Father Noll.

3% Church Which, he says, 
l its own New Testament in a 
Syriac translation from about the 
ear 170 A. D., was not under the 
jurisdiction of Rome. He makes 
the same observations about the 
feyptian church which “had the 
entire New Testament in its native 
language, Coptic, from about 200 
AD.” Then he tells us neither of 
these churches ever acknowledged 
Rome as overlord.” 

The entire Christian world dur- 
ing those centuries did acknow- 
ledge the “Roman Church as over- 
lord,” as we learn from contempor- 
ary writings of Origen and Ter- 
tuilian, Cyprian and others. 

Our critic charges us “with 
placing the authority of the Roman 
Church against the authority of 
the New Testament.“ H the 
authority of the Chureh told the 
world what is the New Testament, 
then evidently the former’s author- 
ity preceded the latter. 


Let History Judge 


He charges us with another 
“more important error” in saying: 
“The Reformers accepted the Cath- 
olie Bible as it was.” He declares: 
“All the reformers rejected the 
Apocryphal books, which are still 
in the Roman Bible.” But the Re- 
formers were very inconsistent and 
illogical in accepting all the other 
books on the authority of the Cath- 
olic Church and rejecting the 
Apocryphal Books, which the same 
authority declared to be inspired. 

The Canon of the New Testa- 
ment, as promulgated at Carthage 
(397), Hippo (393), Laodicea (363) 
and Popes Innocent III (401) and 
Damasus (384), Gelasius (496) and 
Hormisdas (521) contained the 
books of Tobias, Judith, Wisdom, 
Ecclesiasticus, Baruch, and the two 
Books of Machabees, the same as 
the Catholic Bible does ‘today. 
These books were contained in the 
Alexandrian Canon, which was 
used by the Greek-speaking Jews 
of Alexandria,\Asia Minor, Greece 
and Italy. These books were not 
contained in the Palestinian Canon, 
but the conclusion that they were 
not written under inspiration is 
not justified. 

As the Rev. Bertrand L. Conway, 
in his Question Box, observes, “of 
the 350 quotations from the Old 
Testament, in the New, 300 are 
taken directly from -the Greek 
Septuagint.” He notes also that 
the writers of the first three cen- 
turies, in both east and west, often 
quote and allude to them and he 
mentions specifically St. Clement 
of Rome, the Shepherd of Hermas, 
St. Irenaeus, St. Hippolytus, Ter- 
tullian, Cyprian, Polyearp, Origen, 
Clement of Alexandria.

WAS Giovanni Boccaccio an 
other motive for writing 
to make money for himself? 


Boccaccio, the Italian novelist, ; 
was born in the year 1313 and died | 
in December 1375. He was never a 
priest. 

His parents had been wealthy | 
and his father tried to train him 
for commerce and later for law, | 
but he preferred a literary | 
He was a very fascinating writer | 
and his “Decameron” went through | 
many editions and was transiated | 
into practically every language. He | 
was simply a libertine in his early 
days, and fell in love with a prin- 
cess who was already married to 
a Neapolitan. 


Later in life he regretted very 
much that he had given scandal 
by writing that book, and began 
to devote his talents to the study 
of religion and Catholic theology. 
He had visited Monte Casino, the 
famous Benedictine Abbey in Italy 
for the purpose of reviewing an- 


abandon poetry, sell his library 
and lead a life of penance and 
meditation. At the termination 
of his life he found himself poor 
and deserted by his friends except 
Petrarch of Florence, who ha 
striven to turn Boccaccio’s thoughts 
from licentious pleasures to clean- 
er things. Later he was induced 
by the leading citizens of Florence 
to undertake an embassy to Pope 
Urban V, who was then an exile in 
Avignon. 


Boccaccio wrote numerous works, 
both in Italian and Latin, but in 
the eyes of the worldly-minded his 
greatest was “Decameron.”

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It would seem that the majority of the 
eople of the United States still believe that 
the Leftists in Spain won the election in 
1936. They did but, according to Gil Robles, 
only “by brute force with the help of the 

‘izing the ballots of the consti-

tuencies of a number of Provinces and alter- 
ing them in their own favor. In this way 
they managed to get a small majority in the 
Parliament, and their first act was to annul 
totally or in part, the elections in Granada, 
Cuenca Salamanca and Burgos, 80 that the 
Leftists obtained a i fictitious ‘majority, en- 
abling them to form a government whie 
was illegal from its very origin.’ 

Prejudice nurtured in high places against 
Spain at that time has persisted to this day, 
so that even our President is unwilling that 
Spain should have à loan from the United 

States Government. 

But the people of the nation are not in 
agreement. According to a Gallup poll re- 
ported on September 13, 57% of all voters 
think the U.S. should give military supplies 
and economic aid to Spain. But Spain has 
never asked for that, It wants only recogni- 
tion and a loan. | 

We have loaned money to the Communist 
government of Tito, the persecutor of relig- 
jon, acknowledging him, a ruthless dicta- 
tor, just as we have acknowledged Russia 
and its dictator Stalin. Franco has been a 
dictator of a mild sort, but wasn't one 
needed to prevent new outbreaks -in the 
Civil War in Spain? He is the only civil 
leader ever successfully to lick Communism, 
and his prime motive in that Civil War was 
to destroy what he called “the serpent Com- 
munism,” so that it would not raise its head 
elsewhere in Europe. 

It is alleged that the Catholics of France 
and Italy are against the recognition of 
Franco and the admission of Spain to the 
UN. Should it not rather be said “the 
strong Communist forces” in France and 
Italy? Haven’t we yet learned the lesson 
that we do the right thing when we oppose 
what Communists demand? 

Our statesmen, many editors of metro- 
politan papers, many speakers over the radio, 
many Protestant churchmen played with 
Communism sympathetically until two years 
ago. If we are sincere about fighting it now 
we should let our eommon sense rather than 
our prejudices dictate our policy towards 
Spain, and towards the Church which was 
the pioneer in opposing Communism. 

Religious prejudice was the cause of our 
entering World War I. Pope Benedict XV, 
some months before our entry into that war 
in 1917 (which, by the way, was declared on 
Good Friday) proposed terms for an ar- 
mistice. That the terms were reasonable is 
clear from the fact that the late President 
Wilson later appropriated most of his 
points. The fear of bigotry’s reaction kept 
our then President from giving considera- 
tion to the counsel of a Pope. 
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Religious Intolerance Has Caused 
Most Of Our Nation's Trouble 


According to an article written for Look 
(June 6, 1950) by Rear Admiral Ellis M. 
Zacharias the Emperor of Japan sent a 
peace plea to Pope Pius XII five months be- 
fore we dropped the bomb on Hiroshima. 
It was communicated to the late President 
Roosevelt, but he did not act on it—likely 
for the same reason—fear of anti-Catholic 
reaction. „ 

If the war had ended then we would prob- 
ably have no trouble in Korea today. North 
Korea was promised to Stalin on condition 
that he would join us in the war against 
Japan, but he did not do so until a f 
days before that war ended—after the atom 
bomb had been dropped and five months 
after Japan gffered to give up. 

Bigotry fought the appointment and later 
the retention of Myron Taylor at the Vati- 
can, although he was sent there only to be 
of help to the State Departments of the 
Allies. 


The Majority Are Friendly 


We are not implying that all non-Catholics 
are bigots, or unfriendly. We know better. 
We are rather talking about organized anti- 
Catholicism—a minority group—which is 
motivated by bigotry and by jealousy. 

If young America were to decide these 
issues, it would not be motivated by bigotry 
at all. Where it has been polled on such 
matters as the Vatican envoy, or bus trans- 
portation for Catholic children, it has voted 
favorably even in districts predominantly 
non-Catholic. Small groups of churchmen, 
drawn from several denominations, and 
selected in relation to their anti-Catholic 
bias, have banded together to fight the 
Catholic Church. They appeal to the preju- 
diced, who alone are disposed to accept their 
misrepresentations. | 

Much has been heard in recent weeks 
about the Marines. In the last war the per- 
sonnel of the Marines was nearly one-half 
Catholic, and the other armed forces had a 
larger proportion of Catholics than the ratio 
they bear to the total population of our 
nation. Their religion was not asked when 
there was question of fighting for our coun- 
try. But their religion is considéred when 
there is question of picking up a Catholic 
child by the bus-driver on the highway. 

We are reading just now about the 
crowded condition of the public schools, of 
the great shortage of teachers, but who is 
reminding our informants how much more 
crowded conditions would become if the 
parochial schools were closed? We are told 
that 1,000,000 more children entered the 
schools in September of this year than in 
September last year. What if Catholics 
closed their schools and 3,000,000 more 
children tried to get into the public schools? 

Yes, if religious prejudice would yield to 
reason and examine the facts without bias, 
it would discover that the Catholic Church is 
doing more for our country, doing more to 
save the world from Communist enslavement, 
than all other influences taken together.

The appointment of Father John 
rol fat first Bishop of Balti- 
ore in 1789 seems to have con- 
firmed the choice made by the 
ergy assembled at Whitemarsh 
in 1783-1784. With the exception 
of this appointment, the electoral 
ystem was never in vogue In the 
U.S. While the U.S. was subject 
o the Congregation for the Propa- 
ation of the Faith, that is, until 
1908, the Board of Consultors of a 
vacant diocese was entitled to pre- 
sent a list of three acceptable can- 
didates. These names, called the 
terna, were then submitted to the 
bishops of the ecclesiastical pro- 
vince, who could approve or dis- 
approve and forward the full ac- 
count of their deliberations to 
Rome. The Holy See always re- 
served to itself the right to make 
the actual appointment. The sys- 
tem was cumbersome. Sometimes

the counter-consultations.. The 
system finally was abolished. for 


the U.S., and the Consistorial Con- 


gregation outlined a new procedure 
in 1916. 
According to this method, the 
bishops of each province meet 
every two years under the presi- 
dency of the archbishop. This as- 
sembly is usually held early in 
Lent. The meeting must not be 


a matter of public knowledge, and 


is to be held quietly in a place 


4 where it will not attract attention. 
These precautions. keep the press 
or other groups from exerting 


pressure for or against possible

As soon as the archbishop has 


announced the date of the meeting. R 


each bishop of his province sends 
him the names of priests he wishes 
to recommend. Each bishop is free 
to recommend any priest he wish- 
es. og, | need not be from his own 
diocese, but the bishop must know 
thoroughly their spiritual, intel- 
lectual, and administrative quali- 
fications. When all the bishops 
have reported, the archbishop sends 
to each one a complete list of all 
the candidates proposed. Each 
bishop can then investigate ‘candi-. 
dates with whom he is not personi- 
ally acquainted. 


After the meeting is called, and 
discussion has run its course, a 
vote is taken. The results are 
sent to the Apostolic Delegate in 
Washington, along with a short 
outline of the activities and quali- 
ties of the candidates who have 
been agreed upon as acceptable. 


Now let us suppose that a va- 
eaney oeccures in one of the dio- 
ceses. From his own study the 
Apostolic Delegate is well ac- 
quainted with the most outstanding 
candidates. Usually he will con- 
sult the archbishop. of the pro- 
vince, whose direct contact with 
the problems and general back- 
ground of his diocese gives special 


[weight to his recommendations. 


Neighboring bishops may also be 
asked for their opinions. 

Then the Apostolic Delegate 
chooses three names from among 
the most likely candidates, and 
proceeds with a very detailed in- 
vestigation of each one. This in- 
quiry is addressed to ecclesiastics 
closely assaciated with each candi- 
date, so that the Apostolic Dele- 
gate will have a close-up view of 
him in action. His colleagues, to 
borrow a phrase, can be expected 
“to know him best at his worst.” 

Those interrogated are bound in 
conscience to answer honestly and 
clearly every question put to them, 
and must keep both the fact of 
their interrogation and their re.
